LAW IS UPHELD 


IT. S. Judges Support Ohio's Screen 
Measure. 


The Ohio screen coal law has been 


declared constitutional m every detail 
by three United States judges \vlio 
heard the arguments In the injunction, 
pleading filed by the Rail & River 
Coal Company on behalf of operators 
of several Ohio coal mining districts,, 
says Black Diamond. 


The decision came 03 a big surprise 
to the operators who confidently be- 
lieved the law would n-ot be permitted 
to stand. The ninety-day period in 
which a referendum vote may be de- 
manded has expired and the law IB 
now effective. 


Three 
constitutional 
privileges 
were violated according to the charge 
of the operators: 
Restriction of tho 
rl#ht of contract delegation of legis- 
lative power to a commission, and 
lack of proper authority on the part o£ 
tho Ohio legislature.
